«* This day his Majefty hes a grand hunt, in the neighbour- 
hood of Windfor. The Prince of Wales fet off very early 
this morning from Carletoh, Honfe, in order to join in the 
{port, though he gives ag inner to-day in town to the 
foreign minifters, and fever she principal nobility of both 
parties. Indeed, the molt perfec cordiality feems to be every 
day, more and more, taking tuot between the Sovereign and 
the heir apparent.” 

«© Two Cabinet Councils have lately been held at the Ad- 
miralty, at which every one of the Miniftry affifted, on the 
fubjeét of fome important advices received of the encreafed 
{tute of the French navy, and the vigorous means taken for 
augmenting it, and the meafures neceilary to be taken in con- 
fequence thereof; when an accurate {tatement of the Brith 
navy was laid before the Council, and orders given for putting 
it on the moft refpeétable footing ; and yefterday, minutes of 
the fame were laid by Lord Howe, before his Majelty. 

‘ Copies of the treaty to be entered into between the courts 
of Great Britain and France, for the future regulatioh of

S your correfpondent, whom I fhould fufped to fland ia 
no very diftant political relation to the author of the 
meafure he withes to juftify, has, in your paper of the 31ft Oc. 
tober, put fo many Queries to the Gentiemen of Linlithgow 
and Ayrfhire, I hope. to be indulged in propofing a few Que- 
ries, which, I dare fay, your correfpondent will very readily 

anfwer. : 

Query I. Becavfe it is not neceffary that the proceedings of 
Parliament fhould be previoufly authorifed or directed by coun- 
ty-meetings, whom he very refpectfully chufes to denominate 
conventions of the peoples; or, becaufe they do not poflefs Par- 
liamentary powers of information or enquiry, Dves this Que- 
rift really think, that thefe and other bodies have not aright to 
take under their confideration, and make public their fenti- 
ments, refpecting either the meafures of Parliament, or the 
Parliamentary conduct of thofe members who compofe it? 
Does he think they ought never to exercife that right bur for 
the purpofe of approbation and thanks? Is he certain that he 
entertained the fame opinion before the termination of the late 
Parliament; or, has he only found it convenient to adopt it 
afince the copimencement of the prefent? 

nery 2. 
pofed the bill in queftion, had an undoubted right to move any 
meafire he thouglit proper in Parliament, without communicas 
ting fach intention to any one whatever, Is it perfeétly certain 
that he would always judge well in doing {o? May not cafes be 
figured, in which it would be not only imprudent, but inde- 
cent and difrefpectful, to hurry a meafure through Parliament 
without taking proper means to learn the fentiments of the 
country refpe€ting it? And can this Querift recolleé no ine 
ftances which fhow the wifdom and propriety of that condué, 
or the danger, as well as the temerity, of the reverfe? 

Query 3. Whether a bill, which had for its object, if not « 
total fubverfion, at leaft a moft material change in the jadicial 
conftitution of this country, was not of fuch magnitude as, if 
that courfe was not followed, made it at leaft reafonable that 
the nation fhould have an opportunity to know and to confider 
its contents before it pafled into a law? Whether this could 
poflibly have been the cafe,as’to the bill in queftion,. had it 
paffed Jatt feflion of Parliament? And whether, though it was 
eventually printed for the purpofe of notice, in confequence of 
being oppofed in the Committee, any one who reads that part 
of the bill, authorifing the Court of Seffion to fit for the mighty 
{pace of fourteen days after the 12th of Augult that year, in 
order to frame regulations adapted to the diminution of their 
number then in view, can, with a grave countenance, deny, 
that this was meant to be the cafe? Or can he, on any other 
fuppofition, pretend to juftify the meafure by which the framer 
of this bill, by the infertion of a claufe, that the place then va- 
cant fhould not be filled up, made its introduétion the means 
of leaving this country without its conftirational number of 
Judges, merely becaufe he and his friends had formed an opi- 
nion that this number ought to be diminifhed ? 

Query 4. As no previous communication was made to thefe 
bodies or individuals who might naturally have looked for it, 
and, the agent for the Crown excepted, there was fearce, it is 
believed, a Gentleman in Scotland favoured with a fight of this 
bill when moved in Parliament, May we not conclude that this 
Querift has a more than ufaal command of features, if he caty

for the purpofe of notice, and allowed to lie over for another 
feffion, in confequence of that oppofition, when it appears to @ 
demonftration, that nothing could be more oppofite to their o- 
riginal intention ? 

Having anfwered thefe Queries, as naturally arifing from 
thofe’ which he has put to the Freeholders of Linlithgow, the 
Querift will pleafe give his attention to the following, as arifing 
no lefs naturally-from thofe put to the Freeholders of Ayr- 
fhire. 

Query t. Suppofing the articles of Union were an infur- 
mountable bar to diminithing the number of Judges. in the 


Court of Seffion, Is there any thing in its confilting of fifteen: - 


Judges, and in their being denominated, in a particular fenfe, 
the Grand Jury of the nation, that can neceffarily prevent the 
introduétion of trial by a Jury, properly fo called? And may 
not many methods be devifed for condusting fuch trials in that 
Court, without diminifhing the number of its Judges, or leflen- 
ing the fecurity derived to the fubje& from that number, in 
thofe matters which, even whea fuch trials fhall be introduced, 
muft continue to be judged of by the Court ? 





Query 2. Becaufe the iatrodustion of Jury trials would not 
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af itfelf warrant a diminution in the fumber of the Judges, if 
gtherwife barred by the articles of Union, Does it follow that 
jt might not be reafonable for the people of Scotland, in confi- 
deration of that advantage, to confent to an alteration of them 
ig that particular ? 7 Fae 

Query 3- Becaufe the members for S ‘otland, though the 
meaiure in queflion is not, perhaps, the only one, even in the 
fait fefion of Parliament, in which the friends of this Querift 
#hewed no very great refpedt for them, would do wrong in ta- 
king upon themfelyes to agree to any alterati 0 in the articles 
of Union, Can he doubt that they would be fufficiently war- 
ranted in agreeing to them, refpecting fuch ftipulations made in 
their favour, as it appeared, from the united voice of thefe 
great Dodies, the people of Scotland now judged it their inte- 
re(t, and expreffed their willingnefs, to depart trom? 

Query 4: Becaufe the articles of the Union authorife the Bri- 
tith Parliament to regulate the proceedings in the Court of Sef- 
{ion for the better adminiftration of juftice, Does it neceffarily fol- 
low, that they authorife them to diminifh the number of its Jud- 
ges ? or, Can their taking away a power to name Extraordinary 
Lords, the exercife of which was noways neceflary to the con- 
{tiation of the Court, imply a power of diminifhing that number 
of ordinary Judges which was always held neceffary to its con- 
{ticution? or, If it thall be admitted, shat they have fuch a 
power, Where is it to ftop? Ifthey may take away fodr, may 
they not take away five, or eight, or ten? And may not Scot- 
Jand be left to fing the lofs of her Judges, as fhe once did of 


her Heroes ?

Query 5. Whatever the people of Scotland may chufe to do, 
when the mover of this bill fhall fhow that his plan is calcula- 
ted for the better adminiftration of jultice, Does this Querift 
really tink they fhould have taken it for granted, that a dimi- 
nution, to an extent not fpecified, and on a plan not particu- 
laly explained, would have that effect, merely becaufe it was 
fo fuggefted in the preamble of this bill? or, That they can be 
jultly blamed, becaufe they did not quietly and peaceably re- 
linquith that judicial conttitution which was fecured by the ar- 
ticles of Union, and which had been enjoyed by their ahce-
